Washington, D. C.—America has for 


the first time since the negotiations 
with France started given to the 
French commission definite figures in 
writing as to what the United States 
will accept. And the extent of the 
American concessions 
beyond that 


written offerthas been presented orally 
to M. Caillaux too. 


The American offer starts at $40,000- 


000 for the first year,, payment of 
which would be due Oct. 1 of this year, 
and continues in payments Increasing 
at_gie rate ^>f-,$2,0j)0;000_a'.year for .13 
years when the annual payments Jump 
from $64.000.000 to about $150,000.000. 
Since that offer was presented in writ- 
ing the French have been given to un- 
derstand that the maximum payments 
will be $130,000,000.-rAlso there is indi- 
cation ihe initial payment will start 
at $35,000,000. 


FIGURES IMPORTANT 


The importance of these figures can 


be gleaned by the reader when it is 
considered that France's first offer 
was for $25,000,000 a year and her 
maximum was placed at $90,000,000 
for the later years. So If America 
comes down to $35,000,000 for the first 
payment and France goes up from 
$25,000,000 to 'about $30,000.000. the 
two countries will really be getting 
rather close together. Also on the 
later payments if the French go up 
from $90.000,000 to about $110,000,000 
as~M. Caillaux would like to do, the 
difference at the 
maximum figures 


would be $20.000,000. It is hardly like- 
ly that the United States will be able 
to come down much below $130,000.- 
000 on the maximum figures because 
the whole debt must be paid in 62 
years and the reduction of the later 
payments by too much would permit 
wiping out the debt in the specified 
time. 


NO COMMENT 


The French note with pleasure that 


the American commission In Its latest 
reply does not comment on the so- 
called safeguard clause as referred to 
by the French in their proposal. No 
comment Isjlnterprcted as a favorable 
sign. Indeed, it may be said authori- 
tatively that the French must have 
something like the safeguard clause 
or they cannot agree to any settle- 
ment. Theyvclaim they must be able 
to say to their people that if a cata- 
clysm In tue form of German default 
should Interfere with French capacity 
to pay, America will agree to a re-ex- 
amlnatlon of French finances. 


Some members of the American com- 


mission—though by no means all— 
have Indicated that France should 
agree to an examination such as is 
provided for Germany under the 
Dawes plan. The French would gladly 
accept such an examination for they 
fed that, if Germany defaulted, an 
Impartial tribunal would promptly find 
that France could not pay the maxi- 
mum payments. 


The United States government, on 


the other har.d, has taken the posi- 
tion that she will not make an agree- 
ment with France conditioned on the 
amount of German reparation pay- 
ments. 


The French, therefore, will not In- 


sist on naming Germany, but will ask 
that if "any 
element" 
in French 


finances seriously interferes with her 
capacity to pay the subject will be re- 
opened, and United States may agree 
to a "discussion," but will not commit 
herself to a revision. Even this would 
bo something from the French view- 
point and would permit M. Caillaux to 
defend 
his proposition before the 


French parliament.

During the 
same period he was clerk of the sen- 
ate committee on manufactures, and 
in 1922 he managed the pn gressive 
campaign In Wisconsin.

PROGRESS 


"Constitution Week'' is a fine thing- 


pi ovidcd it is the constitution that you' 
celebrate. 


It may help revive loyalty to our insti- 


tutions and familiarity with the docu- 
ment in -which they were-first embodied. 


If it could also arouse us to face our 


problems with the courage, foresight and 
resourceful open-mindedness svhiclf the 
fathers of the constitution showed in meet- 
ing theirs, it would be well worth a week's 
holiday for the whole population, every 
year. 


But chensh no illusions. 
This may be what",constitution week" 


should be for. but it is by no means what 
some of its most vociferous agitators want 
to use it for. 


They -want to "re-establish the consti- 


tution in the minds and hearts of the peo- 
ple," not as a great milestone of human 
progress, but as a hitching-post, to pre- 
vent further progress. 


To this end, they seek first to make an 


emotional cult of the text of the consti- 
tution, and then to use this emotion as at- 
mosphere for their propaganda against the 
direct primary, direct legislation, public 
ownership and labor unioiis. 


They put out popular commentaries, in 


simplified lawyerese, on the legalistic 
rather than the institutional and historic 
aspect* of the constitution. 


They are interested, not so much in 


•what is ir, the constitution as in the fact 
that certain things are not in it—not in 
the great steps of popular government and 
individual liberty which it took forward ' 
but in the other steps -which its framers 
•wisely refrained from including in the 
first effort. 


Not the constitution's trust in the peo- 


ple, but the limits bevond which it was 


* 
• 
not willing to risk the first trial of that 
trust, must be our guide. 


The most sacred dogma is that nothing 


•which the -fathers were not yet ready to 
venture in 1789 shall "ever be ventured 
thereafter. 


Eighteenth-century polities and nine- 


teenth-century economics shall forever be 
the last •« ord in human progress, and the 
constitution shall be their barricade. 


It shall be the Aristoteles and the Tal- 


mud of scholastic text-f etichism; nothing 
-which it omits shall be permissible even to 
think. By making doubt of the inerrancy 
of the fathers, especially in their omis- 
sions, wickedly unpatriotic, we set our 
consciences to guard the portals of the in- 
tellect against the intrusion of ideas. 


If this is to be the spirit of constitu- 


tion w.eek—and there are very busy agi- 
tators trying to make it so—then the soon- 
er we make it a real constitution week, to 
study the constitution as a living institu- 
tion rather than as a Byzantine parch- 
ment, the better it will be, for the con- 
stitution, for the country, and for us.

activity. Mr. Baldwin's is the hand at 
the helm. It is no matter of wonder that 
Britain is thinking a little more favorably 
of a little man with sparkling eyes and 
a bushy white mane and mustache, who 
has not only constantly read the papers 
but used them and made a neat income 
from them.

DEBATE 


Recently W. B. Maxwell, author of 


"The Devil's Garden" and a. couple of 
dozen other novels, and John Gals- 
worthy, author of "The Forsyte Saga" 
and may 
other novels, plays 
and 


essays, engaged in a bebate in the 
"Bulletin of the Authors' League of 
America." about the writer's attitude 
toward the public. Interest in what 
they say is deepened by the fact that 
both have written books that have 
been not only widely popular but that 
have a fairly good chance to live in 
English literature. 


Boiled down,. Maxwell gave young 


writers the advice to study carefully 
to find out what the public wants. 
Galsworthy told' them not to give the 
public a thought but to say what 
they had to say and let the chips 
fall where they may. 
"Those widely diverging sentiments 
tell a great deal about the two men 
who 
expressed them. 
Galsworthy 


says, "Let the public -go hang; please 
only.yourself." And Galsworthy has 
never been forced to depend on the 
good will of the public. He has been 
a man of independent means from the 
start and he traveled for ten -years 
in'preparation for his job as an author 
before 
he 
produced anything. He 


could afford to let the public go hang, 
nothing being at stake but popularity. 
This latter he has won by pleasing 
only himself and he is unquestionably 
honest in the assertion that he has 
never written a line for the mere sake 
of winning applause. ' His best bet| 
was to please hln)self and to ignore 


the public in winning popularitjr-but 
he can hardly be blamed for trying. 


And so the advice of both of these, 


emilnent novelists again shows'that 
advice to young writers- Is mere 
less worthless. So mucli depends on 
what a writer is after, on his tem- 
perament, on his native ability. 
If 


his chief aim is to be immediately 
successful, either from necessity or 
out of desire for applause, Maxwell 
is undoubtedly the better advisor of 
the two. 
If he lias the,, stamina to 


wait many years for results and even 
to court eventual failure and the loss 
of his life's work, Galsworthy is the 
man to follow. 


The chief difficulty about giving 


advice that is worth anything lies 
in the impossibility to know before- 
hand whither or not any given young • 
writer "has the goods."
